B e l f a s t (Ireland), June fttli.—Last night 
a mob of Orangemen made an attack upon 
a tavern kept by a Catholic named Duffy. 
The police were promptly on the scene, and 
after a stubborn contest, during which they 
used their carbines, drove the mob away in 
disorder. 
The rioters reassembled with 
increased strength and again attacked Duf­ 
fy’s, this tiino overpowering the police and 
driving them from the place. In the first 
assault Chiet of Police Carr was wounded, 
lie was carried away, and now lies in a 
critical condition. W hen the Orangemen 
returned to the tight they were accontpa 
nied by a large number of factory girls,who 
goaded and shamed the men 011 to battle, 
and formed a most dangerous element. 
When the officers abandoned Duffy's the 
mob at once took complete possession of 
the tavern. It was at once thoroughly 
-sacked, all the taps and spiggots were set 
running, and everybody was invited to 
help himself according to his taste. 


FRIGHTFUL ORGIFS. 
All the barrels of liquor found in stock 
were carried into the street, lifted up high 
and let fall until they broke and liberated 
their contents. All the furniture was car­ 
ried out, piled in the center of the roadway 
aud burned in a bonfire, to furnish the 
rioters with light during their debauch. 
Men, youths and girls drank until they fell 
helpless in the gutters, the eirls acting with 
greater fury during the earlier stages of the 
orgie than the men. The noise, profanity 
and disorder was terrible. The mob ended 
its work here by firing the tavern itself, und 
it was burned to the ground. The stronger 
men. who had become infuriated and were 
not overpowered by their potations, ran 
through the streets, wrecking and pillaging 
wherever they went, and increasing their 
following 
the further they proceeded. 
These rioters after awhile congregated 
around the police station anil stoned the 
(dace until they were tired. 


ANOTHER TAVERN LOOTED. 
They then marched to another tavern. 
The police hastened thither in advance, 
and attempted to protect the property ; but 
they were overpowered and driven away. 
The mob. left in possession, treated the 
tavern as they had treated Duffy's, turned 
on all live taps, broke full barrels in the 
street, made a bonfire of the furniture, and 
finally set lire to the building. The police 
returned, and this time got the better for a 
time of the mob, whose ranks were de­ 
pleted by scores who had fallen away in 
drunkenness, and extinguished the flames 
before they could gain control oi the 
structure. But the officers were unable to 
drive the rioters from the lots, and they re­ 
mained and dominated it until morning. 
During the rows of the night Gladstone 
and Farnell were both burned in effigy, 
and a dummy labeled “ home rule ” was 
cremated. 
ARRESTS fOR MURBER. 
Two men, named H art and Mason, were 
arrested to-day for the murder of Thomas 
Gallagher, who was shot last night during 
the rioting at Lurgan. Gallagher was a 
well-known local simpleton. He waived an 
Orange sash in the face of the home rule 
crowd, keeping up an incessant tire between 
that mob and the Orangemen. During the 
riot the situation at one time became so 
desperate that Mr. Matthews, the local Or­ 
ange leader, publicly declared that unless 
the authorities did their duty he and 
thousands would take charge of the town. 
Matthews was on the point of carrying out 
his threat when the military appeared. 


COMPARATIVE QUIET. 
To-ilay there was a little stone-throwing 
in Lurgan, but otherwise the town has 
been quiet. A number of policemen were 
so badly injured last night that they are 
yet in the hospital. Twenty rioters are now 
under arrest. The Coroner's jury found 
that Gallagher died lrom the effects of gun­ 
shot wounds, and censured the authorities 
for not having sufficient police to preserve 
order. 
RIOTING RENEWED. 
The rioting was renewed here this even­ 
ing, and the Riot Act was again read. The 
mob increased in size, and began throwing 
stones at the police. The latter fired, killing 
four persons, one of whom was a barmaid, 
who was looking out of a tavern window 
at the fighting. The mob returned the fire, 
and a brisk fusilnde was kept up for twenty 
minutes. Soldiers arc now parading the 
streets to assist the police in case of neces­ 
sity. The mob drove a force*of 150 police­ 
men into the barracks, and then attacked 
the buildings, firing revolvers and throw­ 
ing stones at the doors and windows. The 
police fired, killing five persons. Several- 
Protestant clergymen tried to disperse the 
mob, but their efforts were unavailing. 
One of the persons killed was a widow 
with two children. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


B e l f a s t , JuneDth.—Orangemen are again 
rioting here to-day. They have wrecked 
100 business houses in the city, two of 
which they burned. 
The rioters have 
broken into several whisky stores and 
possessed themselves of the contents. A 
number are lying about in the-gutters 
drunk ; others, made desperate or maudlin 
by drink, are prowling about the streets, 
crying out, “ To hell with the Pope.” 
Several assaults were made by the police 
upon the rioters. Twenty-five of the latter 
have already been severely wounded. 


POLICE REINFORCEMENTS. 
Dublin, June 9th.—One hundred and 
fifty policemen left this city for Belfast to­ 
day, to reinforce the police there. 


AN INFERNAL MACHINE. 
A rmagh, June 9th.—An infernal ma­ 
chine, consisting of a jar filled with a black 
substance and some clockwork, was thrown 
last night against the door of a Protestant’s 
house in Lurgan, county Armagh. When 
the machine was hurled it had a lighted 
fuse attached to it, and it exploded in the 
doorway. 
THE SITUATION AT LURGAN. 
Lurgan, June 9th.—A rthur and Andrew 
Donnelly,leadingCatholic merchants, hare 
been arrested o n " a charge of firing from 
their windows. The mob wanted to lynch 
the prisoners. The magistrate ordered that 
all tavern be closed at 6 p. m. Shopkeepers 
also closed their shops at the same hour. 
The mob which stoned the police was dis­ 
persed at the point of the bayonet. The 
managers of a number of factories have 
called upon the police to keep order be­ 
tween Catholics and Orangemen; Troops 
are arriving here. 


TROUBLE FEARED IN LONDON. 
London, Jtme 9th.—Extensive police pre­ 
cautions have been taken at the east end of 


London, where disorders are feared, the j 
Irish of Iiotherhitlie, Bermondsey and 
W apping having become greatly excited. 
A full supply of detectives has been sta­ 
tioned to protect the railway depot, river 
subways, the Tower and other places, and 
all strangers are narrowly scrutinized. It 
is openly stated that a Kenian outbreak or 
plot is hatching—the outcome oi the re­ 
cent political events.

General Marshall still holds the $805,000 
railroad tax money paid over to him on a 
judgment of the United States Circuit 
Court.

The steamer Oceanic, just arrived at this 
port from Hongkong, brought 8f>8 Chinese 
passengers, including 17 women and 7 
children. There were 689 passengers for 
San Francisco, 631 having return certifi­ 
cates issued by the customs authorities. 
Nine were without customs certificates, six 
having what are known as “guarantee let­ 
ters,” anil three having consular passports. 
There were 42 in transit for Panama, 20 for 
Victoria anil 86 for Honolulu. 
Valentine P. Snyder, the special Treas­ 
ury agent who was sent out by the depart­ 
ment some time ago to endeavor to trace 
the $10,000 that Sub-Treasurer Brooks is 
unable to account for, left for Washington 
last Sunday, having apparently brought lua 
investigation to a conclusion, as least here. 
Wiiat the result has been is not yet re­ 
vealed. Since Mr. Snyder’s departure, cur­ 
rency lias been given to a rumor that an­ 
other shortage in the Sub-Treasury vaults 
of something lees than $2,000 has been dis­ 
covered.

The Prison Commission i* to hold an 
upen session soon in San Francisco to in­ 
vite discussion relative to the prevention 
of crime and the reformation of criminals. 
The purpose is not, as we understand it, to 
develop the fact th a t the mass of peo­ 
ple have little thought, or read little 
on the subject, hut to awaken uew interest 
in it, and to bring the public m ind to new 
consideration of questions to he presented 
to the n ext legislature— as, for instance, 
•• W hat shall be done-w ith juvenile crim ­ 
inals? Shall the State continue to immure 
them with hardened offenders at San Quen­ 
tin ami Folsom Y” 
Now, at San Francisco, 
there is before all the jieople of th at city 
a preaching text, une on which they are 
nil informed. 
They can cite the Commis­ 
sioners to a livingexam pleof prison abuse. 
They all know there what a shameful in­ 
stitution is the Industrial School ; w hat a 
farce it is ; what absolute inhum anity it 
perpetrates. 
T here is no intelligent man 
¡n San Francisco who has not “ view s” on 
that question. 
T he condemnation of that 
school for crime is simply unanim ous in 
th at city. 
O ut of th at fact there is hope 
tjiat reform, through the help of the Com­ 
mission, will lie accomplished. 
Many of 
the interior press have urged the establish­ 
m ent of a State Industrial School, a re­ 
formatory, somewhere in the 
interior. 
T h at may do, but no one should Insist upon 
any experim ents projected on the line 
of the Industrial School of San Francisco. 
T hat institution, by decree of a Police 
* otirtj takes a boy at a tender age because 
sotne weak m other o r drunken father, who 
have neglected their child, swear site or he 
is unable to control the lad. 
He is im ­ 
prisoned for a year or two. 
lie is kept 
side by side w ith tlúeves and juvenile 
burglars and other teachers of crime. 
A t 
the expiration of his term his prison garb 
is stripped oil', th e old rags in which he 
came to prison arc put on hint—no m atter 
th at he may have outgrown them —and lie 
is turned out of the gates, stained w ith the 
infamy of a discharged prisoner, and w ith­ 
out a cent in his pocket or the means of 
getting to any shelter. 
H e manages to 
w alk or steal a ride into San Francisco, 
and then by hunger perhaps, friendless, 
alone, embittered, cold, ragged and m iser­ 
able, is driven to crime, and brings up 
shortly in prison as a thief. 
And thus 
•San Francisco society proceeds in the work 
of making crim inals. 
No, the State, had 
sis it needs som ething to be done for the 
keeping and reform ation of juvenile of­ 
fenders, wants no copies of the Industrial 
School, nor yet of th e San Franqjsco House 
of Correction, which is forever ■under in ­ 
vestigation. 
11 needs some system of sep­ 
aration of crim inals according to classes— 
the first o(lender- from old convicts, the 
hoys from the practiced crim inals, and all 
th at—and to the discussion of these sub­ 
jects, w hich have had so mtich of attention 
at the East, the Penological Commission 
can well invite the men and women of 
San Francisco, no m atter how m eager is 
public information at this tim e as to the 
m ethods th at ought to be adopted for se­ 
curing th e desired results.

The following item from the Chicago 
Tribune shoves conclusively that notw ith­ 
standing the sparsely-settled condition of 
the I’acitic coast, th e' freight rate for grain 
transportation in California is very low 
compared with the charges upon the roads 
in the W esfern States. The Tribune says: 
A receiver in this city yesterday forwarded to 
a shipjier in Nebraska just 5 eeuts per bushel 
as his share on a consignment of corn. The 
property had been sold iu store here at 27 cents 
per bushel, 22 cents of which went to pay rail­ 
road cost of I ran*] m,rtation, the storage and 
commission. In another ease this week, the 
Nebraska shipper received the magnificent sum 
of 826 50, being the whole amount coming to 
him from the sale of a carload of some 650 
bushels of corn, the railroad freight on which 
to this city was Í147 60. The average of charges 
on these two parcels was live times, and the 
warehouse charges alone one-quarter, the sum 
rem itted to the country shipper of the corn. 


The dispatches from New York show 
that the labor excitem ent in that city lias 
alm ost entirely stopped e\ cry kind of 
building im provem ent for the year 1886. 
Contracts extending into m illions of dol­ 
lars in wages to those who would have had 
em ploym ent, have been indefinitely post­ 
poned, and the building classes will have.a 
hard struggle to keep absolute w ant and 
suffering from their doors, even during the 
season of the year w hen they ordinarily 
are most busy, and accum ulate stores tor 
the w inter m onths. 
Labor may be “ the 
source of all w ealth,” but it is not and can­ 
not be independent of capital. Capital can 
exist w ithout labor, but laborers cannot 
sustain themselves and their families w ith­ 
out the activity of capital. 
W hen,under 
•strong menace, capital withdraw s itself 
and quietly waits behind bolted doors un­ 
til it may safely come from its hiding. 
Labor and capital are equally essential and 
interdependent. 
There is a golden mean 
to be found as to m easure of wage and 
profit, lying som ewhere in the contested 
field between the two, and it should be 
sought and m aintained by both of these 
m portant factors of all production.

Second—T he pro test of Drs. W ilkins and Mays, 
of the Napa an d Stockton A sylum s, based upon 
tiie cost o f sim ilar buildings a t Stockton, and 
th e ir declaration th a t it is largely in excess of 
th e estim ated edtt w hen th ey anu th e Board o f 
E xam iners appioved th e plans.

The State Penological Commissioners j 
mot a number of citizens at the State ' api- 1 
yesterday, at l'> a . m ., and the discussion of j 
the evening before was resumed. 
Mr. Hendricks said, in his report, which 
covers nearly one hundred pages, embrac- ' 
ing replies to tbe various questions, from j 
those engaged in solving the question of j 
prison 
reforms 
throughout the I nited j 
States, that the question relating to non- ; 
partisanism in prison .management also j 
brings up a subject lying at the founda- i 
tion among the first principles of prison 
reform 
an.l good 
prison management. 
“ Results are not obtained by hospital or 
prison walls, but on the treatment inside.” 
We cannot over-rate the importance of 
having good prison officers. A poor law 
only handicaps a good officer, but a poor 
officer 
nullifies tbe 
most perfect law. 
Some one says very truly of officers: 
“ There are two extremes of character, two 
qualities apparently inconsistent with each 
other, which must vet be combined to form 
the 
highest 
style of prison officers.” 
“ There are men who are all lion, all firm­ 
ness. but destitute of any sympathetic feel­ 
ing. 
Again, there are men who are all 
tenderness, all sympathy, but void o f all 
tenacity of purpose." 
But the true prison 
officer will be firm as a rock, and yet tender 
and sympathetic in his feelings, so that 
when the occasion requires he can stand 
like Mount Blanc, or weep Hkc a woman. 
Partisan management militates against 
stocking prisons with such officers. 
California is noted among all prison peo­ 
ple in the East for its prison (particularly 
non-partisan) provisions, and the Gov­ 
ernor deserves gratitude for carrying out its 
spirit. 
May our prison future keep pace witli 
our past. 
How delighted I should be it 
California would forge to the front and 
jilease the entire prison world, by boldly 
declaring in iavor of indeterminate sen­ 
tences. 
Then a board belonging to the executive 
department, and composed say as follows : 
Governor, ex officio Chairman ; one mem­ 
ber selected by the Supreme Court Judges 
from their number, to guard law points: 
one member from the Board of Health, to 
judge of the physical condition; one selected 
from the religious world, to represen 
that 
sentiment; one from the Board of Trade, 
to look after the business interests, with the 
Chief of Police in San Francisco, who 
would watch the effect from a polics-crime 
standpoint. 
Some such Board, operating 
under an indeterminate law, with all the 
prisons of the State unified and graded un­ 
der i t ; with the entire prison management 
entirely divorced from partisan politics and 
the prisons officered as they only can be 
under civil service rules, would furnish the 
necessary missing link to future success in 
penal management. 
i'nder such a system, instead of manu­ 
facturing criminals as now, we might ex­ 
pect, besides the moral aspect of the ques­ 
tion, to see thousands, if not hundreds of 
thousands, saved to the State yearly, in re­ 
storing convicts to productive citizens, and 
in cost of recomittments saved. 
Every class of prisoners, from the con­ 
vict without crime, who never should have 
been imprisoned, to tbe criminal without 
hope, who never should get out, ought to 
be satisfied with that justice which permits 
them to exercise the God-given privilege of 
free agency in allowing them to make their 
own future through an indeterminate sen­ 
tence. Those who will not benefit by it 
have but themselves to blame. 


a f t e r s t a g e . 
The State, in protecting society against 
the convicted criminal, whether justly con­ 
victed or not lias to destroy, to a very con­ 
siderable extent, 
his character, and to 
blacken his nrospects for the future in life. 
The object being not punishment for past 
offenses, but protection against similar of­ 
fenses in the future, the State should be 
specially interested in permanently carry­ 
ing oui the intent. 
Convicts, whether 
criminal or not—and there are certainly 
many ot the latter, who,.if not entirely in­ 
nocent, arc only the victims of accident, 
circumstance, impulse or passion—leave 
the prison 
disgraced, without perhaps 
money or friends, and the hand of every 
one against them. 
Under such circum­ 
stances, it is not strange that the best in­ 
tentions will be dissipated and the strong­ 
est resolutions fail. 
As the intention is, or 
should be. to protect society in reformation, 
or through fear ot consequence, prevent a 
repetition of the offense, and as it costs 
thousands on the average to commit, or re­ 
commit. would it not lie pecuniary wis­ 
dom, as well as simple Christianity, to try 
and hold up after lilting up? 
is it not the 
duty of the State to “ protect the ex convict 
against society, as well as to protect society 
against the criminal?” 
It is a moral moTe than a money help he 
needs. I disbelieve in moneyed help for the 
able-bodied; withoutaconsideration, in all 
cases it is demoralizing. 
It is stated that “ during the decline of 
the Unman Empire the poor of Rome be­ 
came so demoralized by the amount of 
charity bestowed, that they to a great ex­ 
tent ceased to work.” The prisoner needs 
moral sustenance, and help to get work. 
“ Man is a social being, and his duties are 
social." 
Taboo him socially, and his hope 
and ambition is gone. Taboo bis labor, 
and he is driven to crime. 
“ .'reat him 
like a dog. he behaves like a dog.” 
“ Con­ 
stantly disgraced, he continually grows 
worse.” 
Humanity is reformatory, re­ 
formation is economy. 
To recommit him 
is expensive: to furnish him work, or em­ 
ploy an agent to advise, and strengthen and 
help him get work, is justice, humanity 
and economy. 
Arnop Bainbridge, of San Francisco, in 
a letter of regrets at his inability to be pres­ 
ent at the meeting, among other things 
said : " I will respectfully suggest that any 
means that your Commission may adopt 
toward securing to each deserving prisoner, 
on his discharge, a reasonable sum of 
money for the purpose of affording him 
the means of support for a teasonable 
length of time after being discharged, so 
that he may have an opportunity of look­ 
ing for employment, 1 think would re­ 
ceive the indorsement of every officer 
who 
has 
had 
any great 
experience 
in 
criminal 
matters. 
The 
difficulty 
has been, and I believe still is, that dis­ 
charged prisonets seldom have more than 
sufficient to keep them in the most ec n- 
oniical manner for a few days, and when 
hunger comes upon them they are very 
likely to become reckless and fall into bail 
wavs again. 
I may a’so take the liberty of 
suggesting that a system of grading, ac­ 
cording to the crimes and previous records 
of the prisoners, might be adopted. 
For 
instance, a great many otherwise good, 
honest men are 
confined for 
offens s 
against the person, viz: Assault to murder 
and kindred offenses. 
Under the present 
system of indiscriminate association, such 
prisoners very often become thieves on 
getting their liberty, not through any nat­ 
ural bent in that direction, but sintply 
from becoming familiar with thieves and 
their ways during their terms of imprison­ 
ment. 
If such prisoners were separated 
from tbe class that are confined for offenses 
against property, etc., I believe that it 
would be productive of go >d, and save 
many of th“ more intelligent and better 
grade of prisoners from falling into dis 
honest wavs on being released. 
“ I also" think that young, tirst-term 
prisoners should be kept apart from the 
older criminals, so that if they have a dis­ 
position to reform at the expiration of 
their terms of imprisonment, they may not 
be led away by the tlowery yarns of older 
convicts. 
“ I believe that any plan that will assist 
in saving any discharged prisoner (even if 
it be but one in a hundred) from falling, 
through necessity qi persuasion, into a 
criminal course of life should be consid­ 
ered, and, if reasonably feasible, adopted. 
Of course it would be of little use in most 
cases, but resulting in good in a few would 
be gratifying to the projectors.” 
Wm. T. Welcker, State Superintendent 
of Public instruction, addressed the meet­ 
ing at considerable length. 
He said that 
prevention of crime was best accomplished 
by the early training of tbe youth. The 
teachers in public schools should be careful 
of the moral training of those placed un­ 
der their care, should use every effort to 
build up character, and turn out honest 
men and clean women. 
A careful moral 
training, an effort to build up the character 
of the rising generation, should be the 
great end of the public school system. He 
did not believe tbe good and had should be 
confined in the same prison, nor allowed to 
associate with each ether. 
It was a crime, 
irt his opinion, to associate young offenders 
with older persons hardened in crime. 
They w ill emulate the example of the lat­ 
ter. and come out of prison worse than 


when they went in. When you placeclotb 
in the dye tub you cannot remove it with­ 
out its being stained. 
He was pleased to 
note that this idea of segregation was so 
strongly indorsed. 
California should have 
three., prisons absolutely separated. One 
lor the very young, with a name of its 
own : one that will carry*as little obloquy 
with it as possible. Another for the middle 
aged, and those for whom there is some 
hope of reformation. The third should be 
for the hardened criminals, the vicious, in- 
cotrigibles. who, like the mad dog, should 
be forever kept ill a place where the public 
is secure from them. 
H e believed in the parole system. The 
Directors should have power to terminate 
sentences. 
He believed in many instances 
the prisoners should be allowed to go 
abroad on parole. The fact that they are 
trusted, or an appeal made to their honor, 
has a good influence. He believed that the 
idea of paroling prisoners would bloom, 
blossom and bring forth good fruit. The 
word (elon should not he written across 
the forehead of the prisoner. 
He should, 
if deserving, be given a certificate to that 
effect, and if in after life he is accused of 
being an ex-convict he can admit the fact, 
and by documentary evidence prove that 
he was not a bad fellow, but, on the con­ 
trary, one of the paroled. 
He may have 
got into a personal difficulty and have been 
imprisoned for an assault with a deadly 
weapon. There may have been many mit­ 
igating circumstances, yet he must serve 
the penalty of the law. If he is imprisoned 
with horse-thieves. garroters and brigands 
be becomes desperate, and is brought to the 
level with the most vicious. 
If paroled, he 
returns to society as he left it, a sadder but 
a wiser man, and, if anything, a better cit­ 
izen, one who lias the utmost respect for 
the laws of his country. 
Several speakers spoke upon the subject 
of home training, claiming that much of 
the depravity of youth was owing to the 
fact that many boys and girls were brought 
up in comparative idleness. They had no 
instruction outside of that “ crammed” at 
the public schools ten months in the year. 
The- girls are not seamstresses, know noth­ 
ing about cooking or other domestic duties, 
grow up to womanhood totally unlit to be­ 
come what they all must be sootier or later, 
housewives. Too many school days in the 
year, and the balance of the time drum­ 
ming upon a piano, totally unfits a girl for 
her years in after life. The same was the 
case with the boys. 
All desired to be law­ 
yers or doctors: none were fitting them­ 
selves for mechanics, all desirous of avoid­ 
ing every line of business that in any way 
contemplated the use of muscle. The evil 
effect is apparent upon our streets to-day. 
Young lawyers, doctors and bookkeepers 
could be found by tbe score, but young 
active business men and mechanics were 
rarely seen. 
Governor Stonenian said the first thing 
that parents . should impress 
upon the 
minds of their children is that all labor is 
honorable. 
He said that it was an indis­ 
puted fact that California girls would not 
go into tbe kitchen to work. 
Commissioner Sonntag 
said 
that the 
three great sources of crime was drunken­ 
ness, idleness and neglect of home training. 
He was of the opinion that there was too 
much “ cramming ” in the public schools. 
He was of the opinion that the grammar 
school should be end of public education. 
After some further discussion, the Com­ 
mission adjourned to meet in San Francisco 
at a date not yet agreed upon, hut some 
time during the month of July.

The Hussar Band, P. Spargo conductor, 
gave an open-air concert on the Capitol 
grounds last evening. The Park, illum h 
nated with electric lights, is a delightful 
place for an evening promenade, and many 
hundreds availed themselves of the oppor­ 
tunity last evening to enjoy a pleasant 
walk on the grassy lawns and listen to the 
delightful music. 
The attendance was 
swelled by upwards of 100 Eastern tourists, 
who stopped over night, at the depot. The 
Capitol building was illuminated through­ 
out, attentive ushers showed the visitors 
around, and some twenty couples climbed 
the winding stairs to the dome of the Cap­ 
itol. 
The evening was delightful, a cool 
breeze blowing from the south.

Tlie Ceusus ot Strikes. 
The advance sheets of the report of 
Joseph D. Weeks, special agent of tlie 
Census Bureau, upon strikes and lockouts 
during the year 1880, show that the total 
num ber of separate strikes was 813. The 
largest num ber of strikes reported in any 
one State was 501—in Fennsylvania. 
Nev.- 
York is credited w ith ouly about one-third 
as m any, viz : 104, w hile Ohio is third, with 
95. These three States are credited with 
501. or 65? per cent, of the whole. 
The num bers in certain prom inent trades 
were as follows : Iron ami steel industries, 
236; coalm ining. 158; textile trades, 46; 
cigarmuking, 42: building trades, 36; trans­ 
portation, ¡6; printing trades, 28; glass in­ 
dustries, 27 ; piano-m aking, 14; boot and 
sliot-making. 11. 
Strikes growing out of dem ands for an 
advance are m uch m ore uniform ly suc­ 
cessful than those against a reduction. 
Of the 815 strikes, the results of 481. or 
59 per cent., are given. 
Of these 169, or 55 
per cent., were successful; 85, or 
18 per 
cent., were compromised, and 227, or 17 
per cent., were unsuccessful. 
As to wages lost, it appears that 64,779 
employes lost $3,711,097. 
T his would be 
at the rate of $57 each. As the entire num ­ 
ber of employes estim ated was 228,138, the 
total loss of wages on this average would 
be $13,003.866—that is. for the tim e lost, the 
wages which would have been received, liad 
the works ran constantly, is the am ount 
nam ed.— Wood and Iran.
